2. Witnesses must provide identifying suspect information; and be willing to testify if needed. 

3. An arrest of a suspect connected to the report in which the witness supplied a description or 
confirmed identity; and information is corroborated to meet the requirements of arrest by 
police.

The initial three months of the partnership will set the tone for EMPD's relationship with civilians on . 
This is why it's crucial to start posting and commenting immediately. The civilian nature on the Neighbors PP 
is real time so the best practice towards a successful agency and civilian relationship is responding frequently 

and in real time.
